BALD EAGLE was a race horse of 
real elegance, of tremendous rec- 
ord-breaking ability at all dis- 
tances, was the acknowledged 
Handicap Champion of 1960 ...a 
great race horse, he looked the 
part. Bald Eagle entered the stud 
in 1961 and was bred to 22 mares, 
of which 19 are reported in foal 
from a total of only 53 covers. 


One of the best of the year in 
England at 2, Bald Eagle won 
stakes at 2 and 3 from six furlongs 
to over a mile and a quarter. 


At 4 and 5 he measured up to his 
tremendous pedigree and consti- 
tution. He became one of the great 
horses of his time. He twice won 
“i Washington D. C., Internation- 
al. 


He won such famous and time- 
honored stakes as the Metropolitan, 
the Suburban, the Widener, and the 
Saratoga Handicaps and also the 
Gallant Fox, Aqueduct, and Gulf- 
stream Park Handicaps. 


In the Metropolitan, on a recently 
rebuilt track, he set a new track 
record of 1:3325; in the Widener 
he set a new track record for 14 
mile in 1:59%, and in the Gal- 
lant Fox he set a new track record 
for 1°, miles in 2:41... in each 
‘ase he broke the previous records 
by well over a full second! He won 
$675,442 and retired completely 
sound.

Substitution for Rain 


A communication from Santa Anita 
Park described steps taken to prepare 
the track for the eventuality of another 
dry winter. 


The main track at Santa Anita recently 
has been the scene of a new deep-water- 
ing program. ... Each night for a period 
of about 6 weeks the track was wet down 
by automatic sprinklers under new elec- 
tronic controls installed during the past 
year 


This project was undertaken chiefly be- 
cause of the series of rainless winters in 
California which had dricd out the race 
track's base abnormally. This steady 
watering moistened the track’s base to a 
depth of more than a foot below the 
scarified depth of approximately 7 inches. 


Santa Anita expects to follow this same 
technique in future years with the advice 
of its soil analysts and advisors in order 
to build up the moisture content of the 
track’s base. 

Ninety tons of fine sawdust have been 
added to the top four inches of the track. 
This material lightens the soil and makes

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Kelso Encountered a Tiger

BALTIMORE. Carl Hanford and Paul Parker 
watched Laurel’s fifth race on November 11 
from the far turn, lingered beneath the patrol 
judge’s stand only long enough to accept mes- 
sages of good luck from horsemen gathered 
there, then edged away to Barn 27 to commence 
the countdown for the International. 

Neither had wanted any part of the pompous 
isolation of the International Village a quarter- 
mile away. At Barn 27 no special passes were 
required of visitors who wished to look at Kelso 
and T. V. Lark, but only one reporter and 3 dis- 
interested mongrels were in audience as Ameri- 
ca’s team was prepared for battle. 

At Hanford’s appearance, Kelso’s attendants 
snapped to. 

“Anybody got any gum?” he asked. A pack 
was passed to him. He slipped off the wrapper 
and curled the gum into his mouth. 

“Don’t fuss with him after you’ve knocked 
him off,” he told the groom brushing Kelso. 

Parker, with only a one-man staff, helped 
with the ministrations to T. V. Lark. While the 
time wore on, the small talk somehow got around 
to reporters, and Parker’s broad face lit up. 

“There’s this one fellow here. You know him, 
he’s around here all the time. He asked me the 
other morning if I thought I was going to be in 
the money. How about that? Am I going to be 
in the money! 

“Well, I’m on a pony, so I trot this reporter 
all the way down to the track kitchen before I 
answer him.” 

Parker bent double in convulsive laughter.

“Am I going to be in the money?” he kept re- 
peating. 

Fitz, Hanford’s watchman, who had_ been 
posted down the shedrow to sound the alert 
when the call came for the International horses, 
came hurrying up. “They want us now,” he an- 
nounced. 

Hanford seemed relieved. Glancing at his 
watch, he gently began voicing commands. “Bill, 
you take a clean sponge over with you. Dick, 
you’ve got your hoof pick, haven’t you? Listen, 
be sure this horse isn’t on the front end of the 
parade, you hear? 

“Take him off to the side of the road. I don’t 
want him on those stones. If you’ve got to wait 
for the foreign horses to assemble, walk Kelso 
under that shed by the gap until they are 
ready.” 

Parker and Hanford, absorbed in their prep- 
arations, missed their ride to the paddock, and 
set out on foot across the infield. Parker, carry- 
ing a foam rubber saddle pad, set the pace. Han- 
ford stopped to have a last word with Kenneth 
Coatney, assistant starter who was to handle 
Kelso, then hurried to catch up. Parker, well 
ahead now, was going away. The one-time Ohio 
farm boy strode boldly along an imaginary line 
of furrows. Across the main track, the trainers 
disappeared into the crowd. 

Hanford had been apprehensive upon his ar- 
rival at Laurel. Kelso never had so much as 
breezed on the grass, nor had he seen the New- 
maket tape from which the International is 
started. Relief, however, was only a_ schooling 
away. The Bohemia Stable champion took to the 
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grass and the tape splendidly. 

T. V. Lark trained in superb style. It 
was almost too good. After the 4-year-old 
Indian Hemp colt had worked 7 furlongs 
in 1:22%5 the Sunday before the Interna- 
tional. Parker received a phone call from 
Preston Madden, in whose colors the syn- 
dicated horse runs. 

“Don’t you think you worked him kinda 
fast?” the boss wanted to know. 

“Not when he does his work as easily 
as he did that 7 furlongs.” Parker re- 
plied. 

Parker had said repeatedly that T. V. 
Lark would win the International. Hadn‘t 
he given Kelso weight and a beating on 
the main track in the Arlington Classic 
last year? John Longden, who had broken 
T. V. Lark’s maiden and had been up for 
the victories in the Hawthorne Gold Cup 
and Knickerbocker Handicap. hewed to 
the party line. “T. V. Lark will win.” the 
world’s winningest jockey stated without 
equivocation. 

Spokesmen for Russia’s Zabeg and Ir-

Kelso was the United States’ first cer- 
tified champion to run in the 10-year-old 
International. T. V. Lark’s grass-running 
ability and current good form made him 
a particularly apt selection. 

Foreign strength was not up to that of 
other years. but with Italy's Molvedo. 
England’s St. Paddy. and France’s Right 
Royal unavailable. Laurel president John 
Schapiro had to settle for what he could 
get. 

Schapiro had toyed with the idea of im- 
porting a European starter for the race,

but after witnessing poor starts abroad, 
particularly in the Prix de Are de Tri- 
omphe. he fully appreciated-—perhaps for 
the first time—the job Eddie Blind was 
doing for him. 

Blind’s International starts had been 
the subject of criticism by persons who 
judged a Newmarket break by the pre. 
cision of an electric stall gate. Blind was 
not insensitive to the talk. Believing that 
the motion of his arm in releasing the 
starting lever had caused Puissant Chef 
to wheel and lose his rider last year. Blind 
had a plywood facing installed in the 
starter’s stand to shield his movements. 


In the first alignment there was not 
room for Kelso to be led into his proper 
post position. but the spacing was reme- 
died quickly and the start was effected 
in good order. The Irish filly. which was 
showing signs of estrus. broke a_ few 
lengths behind her field. 

T. V. Lark was first away and eager to

However noble the fight. it was a pain- 
ful sight for Kelso's worshipers to witness. 
As T. V. Lark began to close in on the 
champion. confidence gave way to hope. 
Soon. there was not even hope. 

Said Arcaro later. “I thought I could 
put T. V. Lark away any time | wanted. 
At the half-mile-pole | looked back to see 
where the foreign horses were. because | 
thought T had T. V. Lark under control.” 

It was at this point that Arcaro hollered 
over to Longden. “Either we’re running a 
hell of a race. or these foreign horses 
aren't much.” 

While Arcaro reiterated that he has 
never ridden a better horse than Kelso. he 
had full respect for T. V. Lark. 

“You've got to remember that John’s 
horse is a superior grass runner. | wanted 
to open a lead at the quarter-pole. but 
when I couldn’t shake T. V. Lark. | knew 
I had my hands full. John outbroke me. 
but Kelso handled the grass perfectly and 
ran his race.

“I knew that Eddie Arcaro and Kelso 
were the ones to beat.” said Longden. “and 
that Eddie would make no mistakes.

My horse 
was under a drive from the half-mile-pole 
all the way in. This was one of the finest 
races of my life. and I am 54 years old.

“My left stirrup broke at the eighth-pole. 
but I don't believe we would have been 
closer to the first 2 horses. U. S. horses 
very good. Mine ran well but 
match.”

Comparison “Royal Orbit’s good looks, power and style were 


inherited largely from *Royal Charger, though his impressive presence is 
also reminiscent of Man o° War, whese name stands three generations away 
in his pedigree. But in his racing days Man o’ War was never as handsome 
in repose as Royal Orbit.” This was written by J. A. Estes, editor of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE, following Royal Orbit’s runaway Preakness win over 
Sword Dancer and Dunce. Royal Orbit is a chestnut horse, foaled in 1956,

After losing 3 straight. he won the 114. 
mile Belmont Stakes, put in 3 more poor 
races. then won the 1°,-mile Lawrence 
Realization and the 1,*,-mile Roamer. For 
his winning races his hesitantly faithful 
backers were paid off at odds of 11-1, 
65-1. 7-1. and 314-1. 

Harold Young. the 62-year-old trainer, 
claims Sherluck is the best 3-year-old, 
Young. who has been “living out of a 
suitcase” since the colt was fifth in the 
Kentucky Derby. says. “That 60-1 on my 
horse in the Belmont was the biggest joke 
I ever saw. ... The Belmont is the great- 
est classic America, at least my 
book. I hope they never shorten it.” 

The gray-haired veteran said the colt 
always showed promise. but that he ran 
into many difficulties. “Like the Fu- 
turity last year. He kept changing strides, 
Then. after that race. he bucked. When 
he came back to the races. he won a 
seven-eighths maiden with ease. But he 
wasn't fully seasoned. the 
den State Trial he broke good. but 
didn’t like the going. And so it went; 
every time something would happen. In 
the Everglades. with John Rotz riding. 
he was bumped by Crozier. and hit on the 
eye by someone’s whip.

$12.000. 

From the Tattersalls ring at Newmarket 
in December. Kerr got *Tomy Lee. for 
2.300 guineas. nearly $5.500 under Tur- 
ners limit. 

Turner might have guessed what would 
happen. *Tuleg’s usefulness was impaired 
by a training accident. and *Tomy Lee 
became one of the best runners of his 
generation. 

*Tomy Lee was sent to L. P. Doherty's 
Stallion Station.

horse still seems infertile, Turner will 
transfer his mares to *Tuleg.

GALLOP POLL 


The Synthetic Track 


I have heard quite a bit about the new 
synthetic track. The article by Mary Jane 
Gallaher in the October 28 issue of The 
Blood-Horse prompts me to write this let- 
ter. I would be interested in hearing what 
leading people connected with the sport 
really think about this new racing surface. 

It doesn’t seem to me like the answer to 
unsoundness. In my opinion. it would con- 
tribute absolutely nothing to the improve- 
ment of the Thoroughbred horse as a 
breed. Aren't breeders striving for a bet- 
ter Thoroughbred horse? Or has the bat- 
tle for the “buck” completely obliterated 
all else? Perhaps I'm being naive. but 
don’t breeders have a goal other than the 
fast dollar and quick returns? 

My ideal of the perfect Thoroughbred 
is an animal who can carry any weight 
over any distance of ground and do it 
faster than any horse that ever lived: an 
animal who can do any job that could 
possibly be required of him with that 
same level of efficiency. At the same time. 
an animal who displays all of the intelli- 
gence. integrity. and sheer “guts” that 
marks the Thoroughbred. I don’t’ believe 
that any one of these aspects should be 
overlooked in favor of any other one. 

Maybe I’m conservative. but by the use 


of synthetic racing strips wouldn't we 
eventually eliminate our breed’s ability to 
cope with natural conditions? Also. by 
eliminating some of the natural causes of 
unsoundness. wouldn't we eventually have 
a breed which could not maintain its 
soundness on any other surface ? 

I don’t think the answer to our prob: 
lems is a synthetic track. I believe the 
breeding industry should place a greater 
emphasis on soundness as well as speed— 
rather than the “speed. more speed. and 
more speed. still.” which seems to  pre- 
dominate today. Also. a horse is not a ma- 
chine. He is an animal. made from flesh. 
blood. and bone. When year after year he 
is subjected to the rigors of racing from 
January until December 31. ‘somethin’s 
gotta give.” 

Did they have this problem of unsound: 
ness 69 years ago? They certainly worked 
their horses harder (they didn’t race them 
the year ‘round. but some of the training 
procedures would probably kill some of 
our modern horses) and the racing sur 
faces couldn't have been that much better. 

As said. should) be interested in 
hearing what others have to say on. this 
subject.

SypNEY. For a horse which had won 
twice at weight for age. carrying 126 
pounds as a 4-year-old. the Sydney horse 
Lord Fury seemed favorably treated jn 
the Caulfield and Melbourne Cups with 
104 and 106 pounds respectively. 

The “good thing” came unstuck at 
Caulfield. where the 3-year-old) Summer 
Fair conceded one pound and one year 
and proved too good for his lordship, 
That was his real mission. and he had 
never been tried over the 2 miles of the 
Melbourne Cup. His owners. Mr. and Mrs, 
N. Cohen. saw no reason to return to 
Sydney. however. and decided to give the 
horse his chance in the £20.000 event at 
Flemington. They were discouraged by 
a very poor run 3 days before the Cup 
in the Mackinnon Stakes. 10 furlongs. 
won by the brilliant Sky High. with Lord 
Fury last home. 

On Cup day Lord Fury found a new 
lease of life. He led throughout the 2 
miles and ran most of the field right off 
their legs. He took 3:1914. equaling the 
record made by Comic Court and Eve- 
ning Peal in winning their Cups. 

Lord Fury’s victory gave former. air- 
fighter Frank Lewis and jockey R. Selk- 
rig their first Melbourne Cup success. 
Lord Fury was the first horse saddled by 
Lewis for the Flemington marathon.

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Artificial Insemination Research

Dr. Pei-Liu Cheng. of the Research In- 
stitute of Animal Production. Academy of 
Agricultural Sciences of China. Peking. 
reported recently concerning an extensive 
equine propagation and improvement pro- 
gram in 2 northeastern provinces of China. 
The magnitude of the program was indi- 
cated by the numbers reported for 1959. 
when 324.111 mares were bred artificially 
by 697 stallions. Conception rate in one 
of the provinces was 61 per cent of a total 
of 170.061 mares. For China as a whole 
the number of mares was some 600.000. 
with a reported success of 60-70 per cent. 
This ambitious program has expanded 
from small beginnings. and it has required 
the establishment of many stations and 
the training of hundreds of technicians. 

The breeding efficiency reported for 2 
stallions was exceptional. From 1958 to 
1960 inclusive. one stallion provided 501 
collections for insemination of 6.705 
mares. conception rate 64.7 per cent; the 
other stallion provided 554 collections for 
insemination of 8.395 mares. conception 
rate 73.9 per cent. Many mares were in- 
seminated more than once. but technical 
improvements have greatly reduced the 
number of inseminations required for con- 
ception, 

Rectal palpation of ovarian follicles was 
the rule relative to time of insemination. 
and great progress seems to have been 
made by the technicians in the use of this 
skill. Conception rates of 191 experiment- 
al mares inseminated at various intervals 
previous to ovulation are shown in Table 
1. Single inseminations were involved in 
the last group. 6 to 0 hours before ovula- 
tion: whether single inseminations only 
were involved in the other groups was not 
stated. Even so. the results are in general 
agreement with those from natural breed- 
ing of mares in that time of breeding 
should be related to time of ovulation 
rather than mere receptivity and other 
responses of the mare. 

Semen quality of the experimental stal- 
lions was checked routinely. It was ob- 
served that if 2 collections were made 
on the same day, the interval should not 
be less than 8 hours. but preferably 10-12 
hours. Improved feeding and management 
were practiced. including attention to in- 
dividual differences relative to quantity 
of feed required. preferences for specific 
items of the ration, and addition of rich

supplements in accordance with frequency 
of collection. Daily exercise was under 
saddle or at light draft. 

Of greatest interest to our horsemen, 
perhaps. was the dilution and storage of 
semen. because this phase of artificial 
breeding in horses has lagged far behind 
similar developments in cattle. The older 
dilutors were glucose or sucrose. but they 
were not saisfactory for dilution much be- 
yond 1:3; for semination volume less than 
20 cc: or for a semination sample with 
less than 1.000 million sperm, or less 
than 400 million sperm showing progres- 
sive movement. Dr. Cheng reported com- 
parative tests of milk and sugar dilutors 
at various dilutions stored at 0-3°C. 
(32-37.4°F). Sperm survived longer in 
milk dilutors than in any of the other 
dilutors tested (Table IL). Extending the 
dilution with whole milk powder or fresh 
mare milk up to 1:15 improved survival 
time. whereas higher dilutions in sugar 
dilutors reduced it. 

The insemination results are shown in 
Table III. Milk powder outperformed 
sugar and modified sugar dilutors. and 
at higher dilutions of semen. This ex- 
plains why whole milk powder was used 
extensively in the insemination program. 


In our country boiled milk has been used 
with considerable success in the dilution 
of bull semen and ram semen. Egg yolk 
used in 2 of the experimental dilutors 
was for many years the major component 
of dilutors of bull seven. It is not surpris- 
ing that whole milk powder, fresh mare 
milk, and sugar dilutors containing egg 
yolk were superior to sugar dilutors alone. 

Even though artificial breeding in the 
horse has some historical priority, its 
actual influence in horse breeding has 
been trifling. That modern techniques of 
artificial breeding have been adapted so 
successfully to an extensive horse breed- 
ing program in China is a remarkable ac- 
complishment. 

This review is based on a paper pre- 
sented by Dr. Cheng before the fourth 
International Congress of Animal Repro- 
duction held in The Hague, Netherlands, 
in June of 1961, under the title: “The 
present situation of artificial insemination 
of horses in China and some _investiga- 
tions on increasing conception rate of 
mares and breeding efficiency of stal- 
lions.” 

The reviewer is indebted to Dr. R. H.

Cheng received his technical training at 
the University of Wisconsin, where he re- 
ceived the Ph.

watch some workouts. On these days he 
arrives at Aqueduct between 9 and 9:30. 
His day ends after the last race. with track 
officials gathering in his carpeted office 
to talk over the day’s problems. 

“These offices are the control center of 
the track. where the administrative offi- 
cials must be. however much they love to 
watch the races.” he said. 

Officials of the NYRA. he said, must 
be faithful to the high ideals of the chair- 
man and chief executive officer. John 
W. Hanes. who is “dedicated to providing 
New York with the finest Thoroughbred 
racing in America.” That is why Dickin- 
son, along with Jack Kennedy. supervisor 
of NYRA racing. donned boots and walk- 
ed the rain-soaked track just before Aque- 
duct’s fall opening. The president had to 
see for himself that all was well for the 
horses who were to compete over the strip. 

Dickinson edited and did much of the 
writing of the tremendously detailed 
NYRA Organization Manual. This was 
in his “spare time.” 

A traditionalist—and something of a 
romanticist—Dickinson has in his garden 
the quarter-pole from the dismantled 
Jamaica race track, He takes pride in

the fact that his home in Garden City. 
Long Island. was built on the original 
“Great Grass Plains.” where race courses 
were first laid out in the 17th century. 
“Racing in America started on these 
Hempstead Plains.” he said. It was this 
same feeling for history that led him 
to assemble at Aqueduct a large collec- 
tion of paintings. prints. and sculptures 
of Thoroughbred horses. 

“Historically the horse has been an 
important factor in art. sport. and work- 
ing life since the dawn of civilization, and 
racing is wrapped in the traditions of 
the years and centuries.” he said. “I be- 
lieve art is one answer to recalling and 
maintaining racing’s great traditions in 
New York. At the same time it brings a 
sense of warmth.” 

Born in Brooklyn on March 5. 1911. a 
son of builder Edward T. Dickinson and 
the former Jeanette FE. Guelpa. Ed Dick- 
inson received his early education at 
Brooklyn Prep. and later at Hempstead 
High School. He was graduated from Yale 
with a Bachelor of Arts degree in 1932. 
As a youth his ambitions were in the fields 
of architecture and natural science. but 
after leaving Yale he entered the world

In 1937 Dickinson became a staff as. 
sistant to the chairman of the finance 
committee of U. S. Steel, and in 1940 he 
was appointed research assistant to the 
chairman of the company. Shortly after 
Pearl Harbor he was appointed executive 
director of the planning commission 
the War Production Board. He volup. 
teered in the United States Marines. and 
in 1945, while still in uniform. he was 
the U. S. member of the Emergency Eco. 
nomic Commission for Europe. As 
Marine officer, he received the Bronze 
Star and British Citation for his work 
with the O.S.S. His wartime activities 
were with underground forces in Scandi- 
navia. France. and Belgium. 


From 1946 to 1947 Dickinson was vice 
president and director of overseas oper. 
ations of the World Wide Development 
Corporation, and in 1948 he was made 
vice president in charge of educational 
films for United World Films. Inc. Be. 
tween 1948 and 1950 he was a director. 
along with Gen. Lyman Lemnitzer and 
Ambassador James Bruce, of the Foreign 
Military Assistance Program, and direc- 
tor of the Program Co-ordination Divi- 
sion of the Marshall Plan. 


From 1950 to 1951 he was assistant to 
the joint secretaries of the Department of 
Defense in Washington, and also deputy 
for installations of the U.S.A.F. He be- 
came vice chairman of the NSRB and an 
alternate member of the National Security 
Council. 


From 1953 to 1955 Dickinson was execu: 
tive assistant to the president of the 
Carrier Corporation, and from 1955 to 
1959 he was New York State’s Commis- 
sioner of Commerce and a trustee of Cor- 
nell University. These four years were 
perhaps the busiest in Dickinson’s  busi- 
ness career. During this period he organ- 


ized the New York Business Development | 


Corporation and was chairman of the New 
England Interstate Water Pollution Con- 
trol Commission. In 1957 he was made 
chairman of the Governor's Commission 
on Nuclear Materials. 

In May. 1959. he became vice presi: 
dent and assistant to the president of 
the New York Racing Association. In 
November of the same year he was made 
president. He still is chairman of the 
Business Development Corporation. which 
he regards as a contribution to the public 
service. 

Dickinson remembers when horses were 
still stabled at Sheepshead Bay. He sav 
his first race as a 15-year-old boy. The 
track was Belmont. Since that day he has 
visited race tracks all over the world.

to the NYRA, and with his broad man 
agerial skills he has a lot to give.

However, 
it appears that the report is in error. 

John A. Morris sent few 
England, among which was the Tom Ochiltee mare 
She produced 2 foals there, one of 
which was which won the Rising 
Generation, Ladies, Gazelle, and Foam Stakes in 
New York. Her half-brother Bowling Brook was 
imported in utero and undoubtedly was foaled at 
the Middleburg Stud of R. W. Walden, where 
Jehn A. Morris kept his breeding stock. Incident- 
ally, the name of the farm was Bowling Brook, 
hence the obvious name.

Pinning dewn that asterisk has been 
almost as difficult as holding a ball of 
mercury under a thumb. But not quite 
There has been all manner of confusion, 
as Mr. Nelson’s letter suggests, but it is 
not impossible to set the record straight. 

Some of the confusion arose through 
conjecture, some because volumes 8 and 
9 of the American stud book reported 
Bowling Brook, without an asterisk, in 
the list of sires. In volume 10, ASB made 
it *Bowling Brook. 

The original record, however, reads 
clearly. Under the name of Vacation (b.. 
1888, by Tom Ochiltree—Minnie Me, by 
Planet), volume 18 of the General Stud 
Book, published in London, reported: 


1895 b. e. by Ayrshire. 
Covered in 1895 by Amphion, and sent to U.S. A. 
with her foal. 


Volume 7 of the American stud book 
corroborated Weatherby. Under the name 
of Vacation it reported:

An asterisk is a tiny article, easy to 
misplace—also easy to magnify, when it is 
present, into implications it does not 
warrant. The editors of the American stud 
book were not always of the same mind 
as to the use of the asterisk to denote 
imported The Blood-Horse has 
used it, as convention and for the informa- 
tion it conveys, but we are still of 2 minds 
about it. 


horses. 


Our doubts rise mainly from the fact 
that from the profusion of *’s in American 
pedigrees the reader may draw the un- 
warranted conclusion that the *_ itself 
denotes an extra value of some kind. It 
does not, of course. We have many *’s 
in our pedigrees because we import more 
horses than any other nation and_be- 
cause we import more high-class horses 
than any other nation. Also, but only in 
a very general sense, because racing in 
other countries. especially in Europe. 
tends to preserve. through selection, some 


of the genetic values which American 
racing. through less effective selection, 


tends to discard or downgrade. 

There should be no assumption. how- 
ever, that the *’s prefixed to the names 
of *Star Shoot, *Sir Gallahad III. *Bull 
Dog. *Heliopolis, *Nasrullah. *Khaled,. 


ete., carry any connotation that an * pre- 
fixed to some other name will indicate 
success. It is always the individual that 
must be counted. not the tag. The list of 
*failures would be long. useless, and per- 
haps embarrassing. 


Another reason for questioning the use 
of the * is that. with few exceptions, 
other countries do not follow the Ameri- 
can practice. The General Stud Book 
always reports importations. but no 
tabulated pedigree in a British publication 
says *Carbine. *Roi Herode. *Americus, 
*Sibola, *Rhoda B.. *Galaday II. 
*Mieuxce, *Bois Roussel. *Prince Cheva- 
lier, *Relic, or *Never Say Die. to take 
a few instances among many. 

There is no * to recognize strains bor- 
rowed from the U. S. and other countries. 
but the Register of Thoroughbred Stallions 
still carries a rather black Maltese cross 
to indicate that horses such as *Durbar II 
and Irish Lad (sire and maternal grand- 
sire of the dam of Tourbillon) traced to 
American strains of such implied obscurity 
that Bruce Lowe did not assign them a 
family number. This practice is main- 
tained because it is traditional, and despite 
the fact that the Jersey Act died 13 years 
ago and Bruce Lowe’s ghost has not 
haunted any serious student of Thorough- 
bred breeding in the last 30 years. 


The North American practice is so 


firmly established, however, that we cop. 
sider it a serious mistake if we happen ty 
omit the * from the names of horses bred 
from American parentage in Europe, such 
as *Chicle or *Quelle Chance or * Bowling

Training, Fatigue, and 


“IT came up with one, of the severest 
81-year-old Max 


Hirsch in the course of his response to 


trainers known.” said 
the honors conferred upon him by the 
Thoroughbred Club of America at its 
annual testimonial dinner on October 19. 
“He had some of the best horses of his 
time and won 7 Preaknesses. and I don’t 
know how many races over 4 miles. In 
his older years he was a great 2-year-old 


trainer, but his horses never lasted.” 


Mr. Hirsch, although he did not men- 
tion the name, was speaking of Robert 
Wyndham Walden, one of the outstanding 
trainers in the history of American racing. 
By way of illustrating Walden’s methods, 
Hirsch recalled the exercise work done 
by the 3-year-old *Bowling Brook 3. or 
4 days before the colt was shipped from 
the farm at Middleburg, Md.. to Morris 
Metro- 


politan Handicap and the Belmont Stakes 


Park. where he was to win the 


“in a gallop.” *Bowling Brook’s work on 
that morning in the spring of 1898. as 
recited by Hirsch: 


Galloped 1% miles “the wrong way.” 


Walked a little. 

Galloped 1% miles “to the left.” Breezed last 
quarter in :25 or :26, 

Rubbed out, on the track. 

Breezed a mile in’ 1:50. 

Walked little. 

Breezed a mile in 1:50. 

Walked a little. 

Galloped a mile under an English blanket. 
Washed, walked a long time, and rubbed dry. 
Worked 1% miles against a good  4-year-old, 
driven with whip and spur all the way. 


Between the Metropolitan Handicap on 
May 7 and the Belmont Stakes on May 
26. a matter of about 3 weeks. *Bowling 
Brook “worked every other day a mile 
and a half. and they fogged him out with 
blankets.”

“That was 
his last race. He broke down in his next 
work.” 

The inferences drawn from Mr. Hirsch’s 


reminiscence by some of his audience were 
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that Wyndham Walden was unnecessarily 
severe in his training methods. that his 
horses broke down as a consequence. and 
that modern procedures yield more. sat- 
isfactory results. Max was there, and he 
is still here: he is a qualified witness. But 
one of the inferences which might have 
been drawn from his account has been 
overlooked. The methods used by Wynd- 
Walden foreshadowed

come to be standard practice in the train- 
ing of the greatest human runners of 
today. 

First, however. the statement that Wal- 
den’s horses “never lasted” needs qualifi- 
cation. Hirsch was referring to the great

adequate account to indicate whether his 


trainer's years, and we have no 
methods in 1898 were different from his 
earlier methods. But in the 2 decades be- 
ginning with 1875 it would be difficult 
to establish that his incidence of break- 
downs was higher than that of the most 
successful modern trainers. We draw a 
few examples from an article which ap- 
peared in the February 21.

Numerous other Walden-trained horses 
stood up to hard campaigns and won so 
many races that no modern trainer’ is 
likely to invite a comparison between his 
own record for keeping horses sound and 


that of Wyndham Walden. Neither is any

modern trainer likely to claim the ability 
to keep horses fit over a longer period, 
Is it not possible, then, that something 
can be learned from the old master? 
Wyndham Walden trade 
from his father and grandfather, and his 


learned his 
own career extended from the decline of 
4-mile events to the rise of 2-year-old 
racing. The methods he used were a her. 
itage from trainers who had to fortify 
their horses with the greatest possible 
resistance to fatigue. They were perhaps 
the direct ancestors of the methods now 
used to endow human runners with an 
almost phenomenal resistance to fatigue. 

Nowadays horses are trained mostly for 
distances of 9 furlongs or less. But they 
probably are trained less efficiently— 
that is, they develop less resistance to 
fatigue and injury—than the Thorough- 
breds of the 19th century. and fatigue 
under stress is probably the leading cause 
of unsoundness.

used, but refined on the basis 
experience, almost certainly 
would result in an improvement in equine 
athletic feats. Further, the spurs having 
been long since laid aside, most horses 
would enjoy their work more and would 
race more willingly in competition. They 
would run faster and farther and_ stay 
sound longer. 

The modifications of Walden’s methods 
would have to be worked out empirically 
for modern usage. But the general prin- 
ciples of repeat and interval running can 
be learned from almost any high school 
or college track coach in the country.
